tricts combined have only 1146. District 1 comprises fou 
county precincts—any one of which has more voter 
than the single precincts forming districts 4 and 7. Sucl 
a distribution is not carrying out the intent of the law ii 
setting up a district plan. 
There is the m atter of prop 
erty Valuations in the districts to be considered, how 
ever, and the distribution is likely more equitable oi 
this basis. 
The subject has been under discussion fo 
some time and the Junior chamber will perform a valu 
able service to the community by giving the m atter care 
ful study. 


ONE OF AMERICA'S oldest free enterprise- institu 
tions—the Railway Express—is slowly being forced ti 
the wall by competition of the federal governmen 
through its parcel post system.

the system for handling small packages back in 1912 
when it fixed the maximum weight at 11 pounds and di 
mension limit at 72 inches. 
This has been increased ti 
present limits of 70 [founds and 100 inches.

suit in a tremendous loss and overtaxing of post offie 
facilities. 
All the while the costs of handling expres 
have increased and the volume decreased to the poin 
that this free enterprise faces extinction. A bill has bee: 
introduced in Congress (H.R. 3465) that places certaii 
limitations on parcel post service which restrict its abus 
but retains most of its advantages. 
In the interest o 
preserving free 
enterprise 
in 
America, 
this measur 
should be adopted. 
If you are opposed to the national 
ization of this and OTHER industries, it would be wel 
to drop your representatives in Congress a line and tei 
them how you stand on H.R. 3465.

Under the Federal-State reg ­ 
ulations, waterfowl hunting b e­ 
gins at noon, 
Friday, 
October 
26, and 
ends one hour 
before 
sunset, December 24. Along the 
Colorado River, the hunting se a ­ 
son w as set betw een November 
7 and January 5 to harm onize 
with 
Arizona 
hunting 
reg u la­ 
tions. 
Except for the noon start on 
opening 
days 
of each season, 
shooting 
begins 
one-half 
hour 


before sunrise and ends one hour 
before sunset. 
Bag and possession lim its are 
six ducks in the aggregate of all 
species. Only one w'ood duck may 
be possessed at any tim e. 
The daily hag and possession 
lim it of six geese m ay include a 
m axim um of two Canada geese 
or its subspecies; or two white- 
fronted geese; or three brant; or 
a 
m ixed 
bag 
of 
one Canada 
goose or its subspecies and two 
b ran t; or one w'hitefronted goose 
and two brant. 
Shooters over the age of 16 
years must have a Federal w ater­ 
fowl 
hunting stam p,

to deeper 
richer shades of yellow, red and 
dark green. 
Theodore Pilger acquired the 
property and has been develop­ 
ing it since. He blew off the 
top of the shaft, built rock cairns 
forming a series of pools and the 
spot 
has been

many sight see-ers. 
More and 
more people are driving out 111 
along the north shore of Saltón 


Sea to a point beyond Pope, a 
Southern Pacific railw ay section 
headquarters. There a good dirt 
road goes under the S. P. tracks 
to the hot well.

which w as so im pregnated w ith 
the m inerals that it had turned 
into a sheet of rock.

I In May, the controls were fur- 
| ther extended across the board 
to include substantially all types 
of construction, as ’ hospitals, 
rairoads. Highways, bridges, and 
other public construction for 
which authorizations to com­ 
mence construction were re­ 
quired. At this time administra­ 
tion of the Order was delegated 
to a number of the various 
Government Agencies, for ex- 
■imple— The Federal Security 
agency processed all applica­ 
tions for all civilian hospitals, 
schools, and libraries, the De­ 
fense Transport Administration 
took care of railroads and other 
transporatlon facilities, the Hous­ 
in g Authorities handled housing 
construction. 
In spite of the increased scope 
of the controls, there was in­ 
creasing shortage of critical 
materials .for civilian use, ,such 
as structural steel, copper, and 
aluminum. 
Because of this situation the 
National Production Authority 
on July 1st put into effect the 
Controlled Materials Plan— re­ 
ferred to as CMP. The purpose of 
this plan is not a priorities sys­ 
tem but a plan to determine the 
needs of controlled materials, to 
program the production of thpse 
materials and to allocate thorn 
so as to effect a balance between 
supply and demand, thereby, to 
ensure the requirements of the 
defense and defense supporting 
programs and 
to meet the 
civilian needs with as little dis­ 
ruption as possible o the civilian 
economy. 
BASICALLY, these are the es­ 
sential factors of the new regula­ 
tions: 
il) If construction can be com­ 
menced and finished without the 
use 
of steel, 
copper, a n d 
aluminum, no type of authoriza­ 
tion is required. 
i2 i If the construction will re­ 
quire anly small quantities of 
critical materials, the builder 
may self-authorize to procure 
these materials—and no authori­ 
zation from NPA is required, ox- 
eept in the case of recreational, 
amusement 
or entertainment 
projects, and multi-unit housing 
projects. 
I3i If more than the specified 
minimum quantities are re­ 
quired. an authorized construc­ 
tion schedule and a related al­ 
lotment of controlled materials 
must be applied for and received 
before construction can com­ 
mence. 
I D If the construction has al­ 
ready started, and controlled 
materials will be needed in ex­ 
cess of i he amounts that may be 
self-authorized beginning with 
the 4th quarter (October 1, 1951) 
an authorized construction sched­ 
ule must he applied for and re­ 


ceived along with a related al­ 
lotment of materials in order 
to proceed with the construction. 
HOWEVER, the provisions of 
the regulations have varying 
limitations on the several dif­ 
ferent types of construction, 
specifically as follows: 
, 
A recreation, amusement or 
entertainment project may be 
constructed without having to 
get authorization or related al­ 
lotment for materials if the pro­ 
ject can be completed without 
using more than 2 tons of car­ 
bon sleel. 200 pounds of copper, 
no aluminum, no stainless or 
alloy steel, and if the builder has 
these materials in his possession 
or can obtain them in the open 
market. He cannot self-authorize 
for their procurement. 
Beginning with the 4th quarter, 
if a person wishes to build or 
continue with the construction 
of a commercial structure, and 
his use of controlled materials 
in any calendar quarter will not 
exceed 2 tons of carbon steel, 
200 pounds of copper, and no 
aluminum, stainless or alloy 
steel, he may self-authorize for 
the procurement of carbon steel 
and copper. The self-authoriza­ 
tion will permit him to receive 
these limited quantities in the 
same manner and to the same 
extent as if he had received an 
authorized construction schedule 
and a related allotment. If. how­ 
ever, in any quarter he will need 
more than ihe self-authorized 
quantities of controlled 
m a­ 
terials, he will be required to 
file an application using Form 
CMP-4C, and must receive an 
authorized construction schedule 
and a related allotment under 
the Controlled Materials Plan 
before he ean commence or con­ 
tinue such construction already 
under way. 
COMMENCING with the 4th 
quarter, if an individual wishes 
to build on continue construct ion, 
of an industrial plant or expand* 
his industrial facilities, he may 
self-authorize up to 25 tons of 
carbon steel, 2000 pounds of cop­ 
per, and 1000 pounds of alumi­ 
num in a quarter if these quan- 
ities are all that will be re­ 
quired by him in lhat quarter. 
However, if such industrial con­ 
struction will require more than 
the above specified quantities 
in any quarter, he must file an 
application Form CMP-4C for 
an authorized construction sche­ 
dule and a related allotment of 
controlled materials for that 
quarter before he can commence 
construction. 
Housing construction is treated 
in a little different manner. A 
distinction is made between the 
1. 2, 3, and 4-family houses and 
Ihe so-called multi-unit hous-

¡ng projects which are designed 
to accommodate more than four 
amilies. If a builder wishes to 
erect a multi-housing unit h“ 
must file a CMP-4C application 
and receive an authorized con­ 
struction schedule and a related 
allotment for materials before 
he can commence. If he wishes 
to build one or more 1. 2, 3 oi­ 
l-family houses, he mav con­ 
struct such houses and self 
authorize his procurement of con 
trolled materials where his use 
of such materials per house will 
not exceed the specified quanti­ 
ties. For a 1-familv house he 
may self-authorize 1.150 pounds 
of carbon steel and 1(10 pounds 
nf copper, if the house is to have 
copper piping. However, if the 
house is to have steel piping, the 
quantities he may self-autho ize 
for «are 1800 pounds of carbon 
'eel and 35 pounds of cop ier 
The quantities for which he rtav 
self-authorize for 2, 3, and 4- 
family houses are sealed in the 
same proportion. If the use of 
critical materials in anv such 
residential unit will exceed those 
limited quanities, he must file 
CMP- 1C application and ask for 
an authorized construction sche­ 
dule and a related allotment of 
controlled materials. 
NORMAL MAINTENANCE and 
repair is provided for by CMP 
Regulation 5 and is not affected 
by the new construction orders 
Maintenance and repair, how­ 
ever. does not include alterna­ 
tions, modernization or improve­ 
ment of an existing structure. 
The new M-1A Order continues 
and extends the prohibition of 
the use of copper and aluminum 
for decorative or ornamental pur 
poses. It also extends the pro­ 
hibition of aluminum in any 
type of construction other than 
industrial. It does not prohibit, 
however, products made from 
aluminum such as screens, win­ 
dows, and other manufactured 
aluminum products; also m anu­ 
factured copper items as down­ 
spouts, faucetc, doornobs, ter­ 
ra zzo strips, etc.

The United S tates w as founded 
on an idea we accept casually 
now, bul which w as strange and 
new at the tim e of the A m erican 
Revolution, and the French Rev­ 
olution. It is the idea th at govern­ 
ment com es from the people, and 
they retain sovereignty, yeild- 
ing rig h ts or duties to the govern­ 
m ent. as they choose. The legis­ 
lative body, in our case, the Con­ 
gress. w as the m outhpeice of the 
people; 
the protector of these 
sovereign rights. 
Tlie previous theory of gqyern- 
m ent had been based on the 
"divine 
right 
of 
kings,” 
and 
w hen 
Louis said. “L’etat, e’est 
m oi!” — th e State, 
I 
am 
the 
State, he w as voicing only the 
accepted theory of governm ent 
of his day. It is im portant th at 
we realize this. A governm ent 
founded on auth o rity from a free 
people, is not the sam e as a 
governm ent 
dictating 
to 
the 
people, regulating the people. It 
is not a 
p aternalistic govern­ 
m ent, nor a w elfare governm ent. 
It is not, in truth, Ihe kind of 
governm ent we have in W ash­ 
ington today.
